Promenade 


It was the grand old Duke of 
York who had so many men that 
he had to employ them in march- 
ing to the top of a hill and then 
marching right down again. The 
occupation, perhaps, was a point- 
less one; but it gave the troops 
something to do and kept them out 
of the public-houses. This may be 
counted ss a profit—at least, if 
one is not a publican—but it 
hardly can be considered a motive 
sufficient to prompt an intelligent 
human being. It is remarkable, 
then, that, while anyone can see 
that the Duke of York was foolish 
to maintain troops for so elemen- 
tary a purpose, many people would 
have no adverse comment to make 
if he had employed himself in 
marching, any Saturday morning, 
from the bottom of Grafton street 
to the top; and then right down 
again. The time of day is im- 
portant. Up to mid-day, or there- 
abouts, promenading is a perfectiy 
respectable occupation, which may 
be indulged in quite freely without 
the risk of any social stigma. The 
best people, the sporting university 
student and the rising young 
barrister, walk Grafton street on 
a Saturday morning. They do not 
walk O’Connell street on a Sunday 
evening. There is no apparent 
reason for this distinction. 
O'Connell street at night is at 
least as interesting as Grafton 
street in the morning; but its 
habitués are not the same. At 
night in O'Connell street the 
drawingroom crowd is forgotten, 
and it is the hour of the waiter 
and the porter and the upstairs- 
maid. They walk up the street 
solemnly, arm-in-arm; they have 
a word with their friends, crack a 
joke here and wink an eye there; 
and at the end they turn, and 
walk right down again. The 
technique of promenade is well- 
defined, and it varies not in kind, 
but only in finesse, from Dublin 
to the provincial cities and towns. 
Cork goes out on Saturday 
evening and ‘‘does Pana.’’ Water- 
ford strolls from the Car-park to 
the Clock-tower and back. Even 
to Letterkenny, the peasant folk 
of Donegal—the honest sons of the 
soil—cycle in from miles around 
on Saturday evening, to link arms 
and walk up the main street and 
down again. The process is a sort 
of display, almost like these 
mating dances performed by 
certain races of birds and of men. 
The South American gentleman 
promenades on Sunday, with his 
wife on his arm, and his daughters 
tripping modestly behind. The 
young men of the town make their 
promenade around the same circle 
in the opposite direction; at last, 
Sefior makes his bow to Sefiorita; 
and in due course another couple 
is added to the strolling lines. 
Young Ireland makes no bow—a 
whistle or a wink does instead. 
There are none of the formalities 
of introduction, of approach to 
parents and the rest of it. In due 
course, all the same, another 
couple makes its appearance arm 
in arm, to march right up to the 
top of the street, and march right 
down again.

Educated at St. Mary’s College, at 
Catholic University School, and at 
Claude Fulcher’s Military Academy, 
Mr. O'Mahony was appointed from 
Dublin University O.1.C. to a com- 
mission in the 18th Boyal Irish 
Regiment during World War No. 1, 
and served in Egypt and Palestine. 
In post-war civil life he was for 
a tim» an official of the Ministry of 
Labour, and later served under the 
British Colonial Office as a member 
of the Palestine Gendarmerie, during 
which time he travelled all over the 
Holy Land and its adjoining terri- 
teries. Following the implementing 
of the Balfour claration, he was

tine Exploration Fund by Iiitchener 
and Conder in the last century.

Resigning from the Service in 
1925, he returned to London, and 
through a series of newspaper 
articles dealing with the Holy Land 
he gravitated to Fleet street, where 
he worked with the circulation staff 
of the Daily News, and later with 
the advertisement and news depart- 
ments of the Daily Express. 
Appointed as Art Editor of the 
Irish Times by the late Editor, Mr.
